These are just a few, and there 


are others so fantaslic as lo be 
almosl unbelievable as being an 
integral parl of a program of 
national defense at a time of great 
peril to our country. 


The plan also provides lhal ev- 


ery national coordinator of each 
aclivily will appoint a regional 
coordinator for Ihe 9 regional dis- 
tricts, which would make, in all, 
610 main coordinators, and then 
local coordinators will bo estab- 
lished in every communily, Thc 
problem then will be to coordinate 
Ihe coordinators which can only 
be done al the expense of great 
effort and public funds, which 
should be utilized for national de- 
fense. 


Mr. Kelly further told me that 


he believed congress should ap- 
propriate one million dollars an- 
nually for these physical fitness 
activities, and then said thai un- 
less an appropriation of at least 
$300,000 annually is made, he would 
resign, which he seemed lo think 
would be a groat catastrophe to 
the country. This was an admis- 
sion that the effort will be made 
to instilule a giganlic plan of 
regimentation for physical fitness 
and recreation as a part of thc 
national defense program. 


This I do not believe is a 


proper function of civilian defense. 
The necessary results can be ac- 
complished through tjhe public 
schools and 
Ihe various otrter 


agencies lhat are now interested 
in the improvement 
of public 
health. 


In this lime of war and greal 


peril such as we face today, it 
seems to me we need less of 
badminton, billiards, and similar 
aclivities, so we may devote our 
total and undivided effoH to win- 
ning the war. 


As Mr. Kelly refers lo my in- 


tcrcst in the Pacific, may I ask 
him if he Ihinks thc playing of 
games at home inspires thc Amer- 
ican boys who are fighting under 
MacArthur for their lives and our 
securily and who have no lime 
for such tilings. I think Hie chief 
obligalion of this counlry today 
is to produce the implements of 
war necessary to prolecl our boys 
already abroad and to bring thc

Nazi Bombers 
Can Join Japs 


Expert Sees Two 
'Tough but Possi- 
ble' Routes

NEW YORK-Whon warplanos bear- 


ing swnstika markings were reported 
to have been teamed up with Jupancsc 
bombers raiding northern Australia 
recently, the immediate mystery was: 
"How 
could 
German 
planes 
gel 
there?" 


Although 
much 
Allied-controlled 


territory separates Germany from the 
southwest Pacific battleground, Luft- 
waffe planes might make the trip by 
two routes—both tough, but not im- 
possible. 
.Japanese-held 
areas 
in 


southeastern Asia could be reached 
via Afghanistan or Africa. 


Route No. 1 starts in German-held 


Crimea or Odessa and calls for a non- 
stop flight past neutral Turkey, over 
oil-rich Iran and into desolate moun- 
tain-studded Afghanistan at the north- 
west frontier of India. 


Refueling, the planes would sneak 


on through Chinese Turkcslan, past 
bleak Tibet and its mythical Shangri 
La to the China Sea, probably land- 
ing in French Indo-China. Only planes 
of unusually long range could make 
the trips and they would have to fly 
in sub-stralosphere, mostly at night 
to avoid detection and miss collisions 
with soaring mountain peaks. 


;This northern route was partially 
pioneered before the war when Ger- 
.many controlled airlines over Iran 
and built up contacts in Central Asia 
with exiled Indian princes related to 
the Afghan royal family, 
fugitive 


chieftains from 
Soviet 
Turkestan. 


With them are German officers, train- 
ed by Central Oscar Von Nicdemay- 
er. who speak Afghan dialects and 
shares hardships of the natives. 


Both Routes Pioneered Early 
The "Eurasian Aviation Corpora- 


tion," which in clays of the Hitler-Sta- 
lin pact operated n Turkestan-China 
airline, pospccted remote dorbcr prov- 
inces of Afghanistan. Both Germans 
and Japanese had ample opportunity 
to study, and even organize, an emerg- 
ency route to the China Sea over 
country where even native rulers are 
not in full control.
